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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the Amendment submitted November 12, 2003. The text 
of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claims 1-16, 18-20, and 22-23 are currently pending in this application. 

Claim Objections 

1 . The claims objections to claims 3 and 21 as set forth in the previous Office action 
have been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment to claim 3 and cancellation of 
claim 21 submitted November 12, 2003. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC S 112 

2. The 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 rejection of claim 6 as set forth in the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment to claim 6 submitted November 
12, 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102/103 

3. The 35 U.S.C. §§ 102 and 103 rejections as set forth in the previous Office action 
have been withdrawn in view of the amendment and convincing arguments submitted 
by Applicant on November 12, 2003. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-16, 1 8-20, and 22-23 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the specific apparatus for the generation of sanitizing 

chemicals which includes a buoyant enclosure configured to float freely on a body of 
water with a plurality of electrodes extending outward from the buoyant enclosure and 
which further includes a plurality of photovoltaic solar cells disposed at an angle to the 
horizon when the buoyant enclosure is allowed to float in a body of water was not taught 
or suggested by the prior art of record. 

It should be noted that the specific meaning of the limitation "disposed at an 
angle to the horizon" is limited only to that which is disclosed in the specification and is 
not intended to mean horizontal or at a zero degree angle with the horizon. 

Regarding claim 22, the specific apparatus for the generation of sanitizing 
chemicals which includes a buoyant enclosure configured to float freely on a body of 
water with a plurality of electrodes extending outward from the buoyant enclosure and 
which further includes an oxidizer coating on each electrode, the oxidizer coating 
configured to resist the formation of chemical accumulation on the electrodes and 
prevent corrosion was not taught or suggested by the prior art of record.
